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Alice McNeely Presented 1994 Baldwin Award 


On the basis of many nominations and recommendations by faculty, staff, and students, the Broome Community 
College Alumni Association is pleased to announce that the 1994 Richard E. Baldwin Distinguished Service 
Award has been presented to Alice McNeely. 


Alice, founder and coordinator of the Teaching Resource Center, was recognized at the BCC Honors Ceremony 
on May 6. She began a diverse and impressive career at BCC in 1978 as an instructor in the Child Care program. 
After earning her Master’s degree in Computer Science from SUNY-Binghamton in 1982, Alice joined the staff 
at BCC once again, this time as Coordinator and Assistant Professor in the Computer Studies department. In 
addition to her teaching duties, Alice was also responsible for assisting the department chair, supervising adjunct 
faculty, and serving as academic advisor for evening and part-time students. 


In 1991, Alice was appointed Coordinator of the newly-created Teaching Resource Center, a facility dedicated 
to helping faculty enhance their teaching skills. Since then, the TRC has become a state and nationally recognized 
model program. Alice’s responsibilities include offering workshops and forums for faculty development, 
orienting new faculty, coordinating educational resources, and publishing “Center Stage,” the monthly 
newsletter for faculty. 


Among the many letters of support for Alice, Professor Francis Battisti calls her “an innovator... dynamic, 
enthusiastic and a well-organized leader.” Claire Liegeikis-Clayton refers to Alice and the TRC as “the hub of 
the wheel which maintains and improves the quality of teaching excellence at our College.” And BCC President 
Donald Dellow states that “Alice is a perfect example of a Broome Community College supporter who represents 
the spirit and dedication of Richard E. Baldwin.”

It has been said that those who do not seek praise are usually the ones who deserve 
it the most. Few people have exemplified this sentiment the way Olga Finch did, 
and anyone who knew her will attest to that. In light of the attention surrounding 
the various awards and recognition given to BCC’s students, staff and friends, 
it is appropriate to acknowledge once again one of BCC’s most dedicated and 
enthusiastic supporters, Olga J. Finch. 


In 1993, the Richard E. Baldwin Lifetime Achievement Award was established 
in memory of Olga, who served as Coach Baldwin’s assistant in the Athletic 
Office for 29 of her 31 years employed here at Broome Community College. In 
addition, Olga was a BCC alumna, member of Phi Theta Kappa, former advisor 
for the Future Secretaries of America, and Hornets cheerleading coach.

TECH PREP AT BCC: “BROOME TECH” IN THE 90’s! 


Once again, Broome Community College has established itself as a leader in education reform, responding to the challenge of ever- 
changing technological advances, evolving global economy, and the realities of our region. In the only program of its kind in the 
country, BCC has created a unique partnership between education and business with the common goal of promoting peak performance 
in the American workplace. 


A background and update of the program was presented to over 100 of the BCC Foundation’s most dedicated and prominent supporters 
at the recent President’s Round Table Luncheon, held on April 22 at the Binghamton Country Club. The program featured presentations 
by William Beston, BCC Dean of Applied Sciences; Gerhard Meese, president of Universal Instruments; and Patricia Wrobel, training 
manager at Universal. 


Tech Prep is based upon “Applied Academics” — courses in math, science and communications specially designed to train students 
for highly skilled technological occupations. In his presentation, Dean Beston stated that this program was designed and developed 
for the “forgotten majority”-- approximately 40% of the adult population that relies on their technical or associate’s level education 
to build their career. It recognizes and incorporates the kinesthetic “hands-on” type of learning that characterizes many of these 
students. 


Tech Prep has been adapted to target the present work force in a pilot program at Universal Instruments. Rather than replacing 
employees with outdated skills, Tech Prep retrains those employees who hold technical positions in manufacturing, fabrication, and 
engineering. Upon completion of the five-course Certificate program, employees are then guaranteed admission into an Associate in 
Technology degree program at BCC. 


The future of Tech Prep is bright, since it is a perfect complement to the developing trends in national education reform. The BCC 
Applied Technology is truly on the cutting edge, assuring a competent and skilled work force capable of carrying American industry 
into the 21st century.

President Tyrrell served in this 
Capacity for 26 years, from the College’s beginning in 1946 to 1972. He guided the College through three site changes and four name 
changes, each reflecting the changing nature of the College’s mission and growth of its operation. 
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Hornets Basketball Review 


The 1993-94 season is destined to be remembered by Hornets basketball fans as one of the 
greatest in BCC’s already outstanding history. The BCC men’s basketball team finished with 
a conference record of 12-2 and overall record of 24-11, showing determination and poise in 
crucial game situations as they went onto a fifth-place finish in the NJCAA Division III National 
Tournament held at Delhi Tech in March. 


The road to the tournament began for Coach Tom Morrissey’s team with a 97-90 victory over 
Mohawk Valley CC, which was incidentally Coach Morrissey’s 300th career victory. After 
a long and challenging regular season (highlighted by winning the BCC Holiday Classic for the 
first time), the Hornets really made heads turn during the Region 3 championship tournament 
at Jefferson CC in Watertown, NY. Fifth-seeded Broome worked its way through the draw, 
defeating top seed Delhi Tech in the semifinals and 1993 NJCAA champion Onondaga CC in 
the final, thus earning their berth in the national tournament. 


After defeating Delhi once again in the quarterfinal round, losses to then-undefeated Sullivan 
CC and Montgomery (Maryland) CC ended the Hornets outstanding season. Their feats did 
not go unnoticed, however, for just two weeks after being seeded fifth in Region 3, they found 
themselves ranked fifth in the nation. Special recognition was given to Hornet players Rudolfo 
“Tex” Bynoe and Paul Morrissey, who each received multiple all-conference and all- 
tournament honors during the campaign. 


To top it all off, the Hornets were beneficiaries of national attention with Sports Illustrated’s 
profile of former coach Dick Baldwin, now with Binghamton University. The article appeared 
in the 1994 Swimsuit Edition, which is by far the magazine’s most widely read issue every year.

TOP FINISH IN STATEWIDE 
COMPETITION

A team from Broome Community College captured first place in a recent 
engineering design competition. 


The 11-member BCC squad topped five other teams at an annual design 
contest sponsored by the Two Year Engineering Association of New York 
State. The event was held April 29 at Fulton Montgomery Community 
College, Johnstown. 


BCC, which has never finished lower than second in the competition, 
seized its third first-place finish in five years. Jack Foster, team co- 
advisor and chairman of the engineering department, credited the 
consistently high showings to teamwork and student quality. 


Teams had to design a double-hung replacement window, Foster said. 
The Broome design featured a motor-driven cable pulley system, mainly 
using existing parts rather than designing from scratch. “Let’s be as 
simple as possible,” Foster said, “because that’s good design.”

FROM CLASSROOM TO THE “REAL WORLD”... 


Making A Successful Transition! 
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In the past three years, Robin Alpaugh (LA88) has found himself utilizing 
his education from BCC to its potential. By working full-time for Bob 
Moppert’s 1992 Congressional campaign, Robin has learned that although 
the “real world” of politics is much different than anything learned in a 
classroom, the educational foundation is crucial to its success, along with 
other skills often acquired during college years, including learning to 
establish positive relationships, display leadership qualities, and WORK, 
WORK, WORK!

If politics and ecology aren’t diverse enough, Robin is also a trombonist who played for Dr. Michael Kinney and 
Vinnie Penella in the BCC Jazz Ensemble! “Few things in life are better than the sense of accomplishment that 
comes from a perfect performance brought about by hours of rehearsal,” Robin comments. 


Robin believes that any goal can be achieved through diligent hard work and determination. Although the 
Congressional campaign fell short of its goal in 1992, Robin, Bob, and the rest of the team haven’t stopped working. 
“Unlike the Olympics,” Robin states, “there is no second place in the political arena. You have to pick yourself 
up, brush yourself off, and keep on running.

In 1980, Kathy came 
to BCC fresh out of high school to 
major in chemistry. After two 
weeks, she quit. “I was just not 
ready for college and felt over-

Inspired by professors such as Joe 
Long, Mary Ann Lamen, and Mike 
Costello (all “excellent, but 
tough!”), Kathy was determined to 
succeed. She was elected president 
of the Chemistry Club, which was 
moderated by her mentor and friend, 
Dr. Brendan Flynn. Throughout 
her entire academic career at BCC, 
Kathy worked as a full-time 
babysitter for a family who worked 
third shift. She remembers her life 
consisting of watching the children 
and going to school. The hard work 
paid off in the end; in addition to 
receiving a merit shcolarhip, she 
was presented with the AICHE

All 
of her BCC credits were transfer- 
rable and within four years of part 
time studies while working, Kathy 
obtained her bachelor’s degree.

HITOSHI INOUE MAKES FILMMAKING 
“DREAM” A REALITY 


Hitoshi Inoue had been interested in 
filmmaking all his life. Back in his 
native Japan, he went to work as a 
production assistant for a film pro- 
duction company and television sta- 
tion. His interest and inspiration 
grew daily, and he dreamed of 
someday working for a large pro- 
duction company in Hollywood. 


In pursuit of his dream, Hitoshi 
studied English, and in 1990 came 
to America under “foreign student” 
status, searching the East Coast for 
a community college with a film- 
making program. This is how he 
came across Broome Community 
College. 


Hitoshi selected BCC to begin his 
education for its comprehensive 
offerings in video, film, image 
theory, photography, and use of 
computers in digital imaging. He 
was also attracted to BCC because 
of the cross-registration program 


with Binghamton University, en- 
abling him to receive transferable 
credit for courses taken at either 
site. The array of courses, equip- 
ment, and professors at both schools 
complemented each other so well 
that Hitoshi received what he calls 
“an optimal educational opportu- 
nity” from the SUNY system. He 
graduated from BCC with an AAS 
in Communications, and is working 
toward his baccalaureate degree 
from Binghamton University. 


Hitoshi’s primary interest lies in 
science fiction. He has developed 
several experimental films which 
he has submitted to film festivals 
worldwide, including the short 
16mm film “Yume” (which means, 
appropriately enough, “Dream”) 
to the prestigious Cannes Film Fes- 
tival in France. His latest film, 
“Incubator,” was recently submit- 
ted to the New York Film Festival. 
This film is about the “reanima- 


tion” of a human body using a 
computer in place of the human 
brain to control its form. 


When asked what creating a film 
such as “Incubator” entails, Hitoshi 
replies, “I develop the theme; write 
the script, storyboard and narra- 
tion; select the location, composi- 
tion, props, actors and actresses; 
shoot the film; and edit the work.” 
In addition, Hitoshi has begun ex- 
perimenting successfully with mix- 
ing his own sound and music, which 
was previously provided commer- 
cially. “Indeveloping a film,” says 
Hitoshi, “I am taking the very es- 
sence of my personal feelings and 
literally ‘throwing’ them to the au- 
dience.” He contrasts the vulner- 
ability of being an artist with the joy 
of impacting his fellow artists as 
well as the general public through 
his work. 


Hitoshi’s next goal is to develop a 
portfolio to market to studios, while 
continuing to enhance his technical 
skills, overall ability and reliabil- 
ity. His long range goals are to find 
work as a cinematographer, and 
eventually directing. He welcomes

Dear Catherine: 


In September 1954, I enrolled in 
the Chemical Technology Course 
at Broome Community. At that 
time, the “campus” was housed in 
the Armory in downtown 
Binghamton. I was living in New 
York City and found the college 
with the help of my sister-in-law, 
Patricia Crane (Mrs. Anthony J. 
Nesti). Pat had graduated from 
Broome in 1952. 


The memories of my enrollment 
are vivid ones. Here I was ina 
strange city, renting a room from 
a nice older woman and walking 
two miles to the Armory. 
Binghamton got 24 inches of snow 


in October of that year. The course 
was a difficult one, but I powered 
through and graduated in 1956. 


My first career was with Standard 
Oil in their research facility in Lin- 
den, New Jersey. I started as a Lab 
Technician and took a lot of extra 
courses to enable me to be promoted 
to Senior Analytical Analyst. 


My pioneering spirit took over and 
after eleven years with Standard, I 
moved my family (five children) to 
California and sought a new career. 
I settled on pharmaceutical selling 
with Pfizer Pharmaceuticals and 
worked my way up to Sales Manager 
in Los Angeles within three years. I 
took my sales district from 38th to 
Ist in the next three years. 


Once again, my pioneering spirit 
drove me to join a brand new phar- 
maceutical company starting up op- 
erations in the United States. I 
joined Boehringer Ingelheim Phar- 
maceuticals as part of the first dozen 
Managers hired. The company now 
has about 3000 people working in 
the United States. After seven years 
with Boehringer, I returned to New 
York to head up their Northeastern 
sales area with responsibility of 100 
people as the Regional Sales Direc- 
tor.
